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carols that still haunted us. We 
included a few original tunes and 
called our wintry mix The Darkest 
Night Of The Year. We played a 
special “darkest night” release 
concert on winter solstice in an old 
theater in Cincinnati. Folks began 
snatching up copies and seemed to 
agree that they hadn’t heard 
anything quite like it. 

“We began playing concerts 
Midwest every 
December and found that the 
rooms were usually packed full of 


around the 


people who had bundled in out of 
the cold with prized compatriots. 
Hats and scarves abounded. If you 
stepped outside during intermission, 
you could make ghosts with your 
breath in the crisp night air. And it 
was dark — oh so dark: a time of 
year with its own music. 

“A decade later, in 2006, we 
released our first full collection of 
original Christmas/holiday songs 
called Snow Angels. What is it

“One December, not long after

public radio station in Cincinnati. 
It was Christmastime and 
apparently they thought we were 
up to the task. We worked up a 
few carols and traditional tunes 
and Karin even read a poem by 
Thomas Hardy called, The Oxen. 
It actually felt really good and 
conjured up an unusual mix of 
feelings from childhood: innocence, 
loss, wonder, joy, sadness. I think 
we were surprised. 

“People must have tuned into 


the radio broadcast, because we 
began receiving inquiries as to 
whether we had recorded any of 
our Christmas songs. I don’t think 
we had considered it at the time, 
but any young, struggling 
songwriter is open to the 
suggestions of the marketplace, 
and people were persistent. 

“In December of 1996 — can it 
really be over 20 years ago? — we 
recorded and released our first 


song cycle of some of the Christmas 


undeniable gravitational pull it 
exerts on some songwriters? So 
many Christmas songs had already 
been written. I think we were 
genuinely curious about the ones 
that hadn’t yet been written. 

“We continued to tour every 
December and these special year- 
winding-down concerts began to

for the Alopecia 1o Year Anni- 
versary Show with special guest 
Lala Lala. 

“Tl go unknown by torpedo 
or Crohn’s / Only those evil live 
to see their own likeness in stone.” 
It’s the kind of couplet you'd 
carve into a wall whilst savoring 
the irony at hand, but when Yoni 
Wolf spit the line ten years ago he 
was blissfully, broodily unaware 
that he and his band WHY? were 
creating a career-defining al- 
bum — one so fan-adored that it 
would go out of print, and so in- 
fluential that the art-pop heroine 
Lorde herself would lovingly steal 
the very lyric quoted above. 

When it dropped in 2008, Alo- 
pecia not only marked WHY?’s 
evolution from a sonically col- 
laged mostly solo project to a 
live-recorded powerhouse band of 
badass multi-instrumentalists. It 
also minted a genre of one: wryly 
written, poignantly posed, simul- 
taneously swaggering and heart- 
rending song-rap that jangles like 
folk, bursts like psych-rock, and 
sways like chamber pop. To this 
day, there is no other group in 
the known universe that sounds 
or feels like WHY? does on Alo- 
pecia. The album’s 2018 reissue 
cheekily etches that aural likeness 
into our musical history. 

Revisiting these songs is like 
catching up with an old, very 
strange friend — one who obsess- 
es over his mortality, wonders if 
his ex is some sort of god, identi- 
fies as a “lifelong local foreigner,” 
and does his emotional unpack- 
ing in public restrooms*. When 
Yoni sings that he’s been “faking 
suicide for applause in the food 
courts of malls” on album opener 
“The Vowels Pt. 2,” 
sure if it’s a metaphor about fame 


you aren’t 


or a real thing he did. 

Our narrator’s odd charm is 
Alopecia’s most enduring gift. In- 
spired by Bob Dylan and Joanna 
Newsom, Yoni packs confessional 


eyed melodies. Energized by Lil 
Wayne and MF DOOM, he seeds 
self-effacing boasts and mesmeric 
wordplay within complex rhyme 
schemes. The result is a swirl of 
humor, desperation, and beauty 
that both pulls us into his world 
and draws out our own proud, 
wounded inner weirdo. As Yoni 
coos on “The Hollows,” “This 
goes out to dirty-dancing, curs- 
ing, backmasking, back-slidden 
pastors’ kids / and all us Earth 
growths; 
pulled.” 

That perspective formed in our 


some planted, some 


hero’s native Cincinnati — born 
in the basement of his rabbi dad’s 
synagogue when lil’ Yoni started 
making songs on a dusty 4-track, 
and came of age in a different 
basement in his college years 
where, instead of graduating, he 
teamed with roommate Doseone 
and pal Odd Nosdam to form the 
revered avant-rap trio cLOUD- 
DEAD. These family and friends 
haunt Alopecia — Dose raps on 
“The Hollows”; Nosdam is na- 
mechecked on “A Sky for Shoeing 
Horses Under”; Yoni’s father and 
the language of faith appear of- 
ten — creating layers of narrative 
for WHY?’s typically deep-diving 
fans to unpack. 

By 2008, Yoni was settled in 
Oakland, adding to the legacy of 
the Anticon label/collective he co- 
founded (most notably with his 
official 2003 LP debut Oaklanda- 
zulasylum). Though his brother 
Josiah Wolf and fellow Ohioan 
Doug McDiarmid moved west 
and joined WHY? before 2005’s 
Elephant Eyelash, they had not 
yet recorded as a proper unit, or 
in a proper studio. Hell, Yoni’d 
never even tried to make his 
words rhyme before. 

You already know that they 
did all of those things and were 
rewarded with Alopecia, an al- 
bum as adventurous as it is ac- 
cessible, and remarkably fluid. To 

t, “These Few Presidents” slides 
between modes, from upbeat and 
forced-smile bubbly to seething 
and slowly roiling. “Song of the 


Sad Assassin” is a tempo-blind 


cal percussion, guitar, drum, and 
bass. And “Twenty Eight” spins 
a feedback-drenched rap beat, 
something like the Bomb Squad 
on acid, on a carousel. 

WHY?’s mind meld is all the 
more impressive considering they 
left their jerry-rigged home setup 
for Minneapolis’ Third Ear stu- 
dio, in the winter, and added 
Fog members Andrew Broder 
and Mark Erickson to the lineup. 
Over 20 days, the thermometer 
never cracked zero. There were 
hot toddies aplenty, Miles Davis 
records on repeat, and cramped 
quarters. In this heady, unfamil- 
iar space, Yoni worried it was all 
for naught. But while recording 
“Good Friday”, a brutal breakup 
song, he caught full-body chills. It 
wasn’t the blizzard outside. 

The Alopecia sessions were 
so successful, in fact, that they 
(WHY?’s 
fourth, Eskimo Snow, arrived 18 


spawned two LPs 


months later). This one was fin- 
ished in Berkeley and when time 
came to name it, Yoni chose a 
word that appears nowhere in the 
lyrics. He’d recently found a hole 
in his beard which his old art- 
hop comrade Slug of Atmosphere 
identified as alopecia. 

The concept fit: more than on 
any other WHY? release, Yoni 
was uncovering his anger, anxi- 
ety, and ambition — celebrating 
his ugly by wearing his lowest 
of lows like badges of honor, 
devising characters to exorcise 
his inner demons, and arriving 
at begrudging © self-affirmation. 
There’s a line on “Brook & Wax- 
ing,” reprised on “By Torpedo or 
Crohn’s,” that’s become the loud- 
est shout-along moment at WHY? 
concerts and the most likely quote 
to find tattooed in the crowd: 
“While Pm alive [ll feel alive / 
And what’s next I guess Pll know 
when I’ve gotten there.” Therein 
lies Alopecia’s genius: we’ll never 
get “there,” not in ro years past 
or ro years more, but the beauty 
is in pushing on.

Post-rock band This Will 
Destroy You is touring in support 
of their new album New Others 
Part One, released September 
28th via Dark Operative. The 
band now consists of members 
Jeremy Galindo and Christopher 
King with the addition of drum- 
mer Robi Gonzalez. 

New Others Part One con- 
tains seven tracks, all produced, 
engineered, and mixed by John 
Congleton, who is also responsi- 
ble for their sophomore album 
released a decade ago. The 
album captures the band in a 
familiar but evolved ethos where- 
in the memorable, melodic com- 
ponent present in their early work 
once again soars atop new sonic 
territories for the band and lis- 
tener alike. 

The first single is “Go Away 
Closer”. 

Formed in the early o0’s, This 
Will Destroy You have spent the 
last decade and a half touring the 
planet relentlessly between record- 
ing studio albums and scoring 
various films, television, culinary, 
and other creative entertainment 
projects in their relative down- 
time. The band initially broke in 
the United Kingdom in spite of 
their home base at the time being 
almost 5,000 miles away. The 
2006 debut

Mountain was proclaimed 
“Album of the Year” in Rock 
Sound. With 2008’s “Self-Titled” 
album, the band truly grew a 
global fanbase, and the record 
remains their top-grossing title to 
date. 

Brad Pitt and director Bennett 
Miller initially paired TWDY’s 
“The Mighty Rio Grande” to five 
crucial acts in 2011’s Moneyball, 
with “Villa Del Refugio” then 
going into Pitt’s subsequent World 
War Z and Miller’s next film 
Foxcatcher. The licensing land- 
scape exploded from there, as the 
band and the first two albums 
were represented across all major 
sporting events (Super 
World Series, Stanley Cup, 
Wimbledon, ESPY’s, et al), cul- 
tural shifts (the UFC’s rollout 
package for Ronda Rousey), 
Hollywood’s biggest night (see: 


Bowl, 


Tom Cruise introducing the nom- 
inees and awarding “Best Picture” 
over “The Mighty Rio Grande” at 
the 2012 Oscars), and numerous 
Emmy-award winning dramas on 
television. 

2011 saw Tunnel Blanket, 
which features the most raw and 
visceral material in the band’s 
catalog. The band issued a triple 
live album (2013’s_ Live in 
Reykjavik, Iceland), and formu- 
lated 2014’s Another Language 
— an exemplar of the band and 
producer John Congleton’s studio 
prowess. They were hand-picked 
by The Cure to perform in front 
of tens of thousands at the band’s 
4oth anniversary concert in 
London’s historic Hyde Park. 

“New Others Part One gives 


the impression that the band is 
moving forward without forget- 
ting themselves,” states Spill 
Magazine. “While the influence 
of electronic music on this change 
of sound is hard to miss, the 
band’s dedication to their instru- 
mental expression instead of turn- 
ing to production-based composi- 
tion means that this feels more 
like an expansion of This Will 
Destroy You’s range than a foray 
into new territory.” 

Revolver reports, “Fans of pre- 
vious work know what to expect, 
with the band deviating from the 
chosen path slightly from record 
to record: post-rock leaning into 
the heavier and psychedelic end of 
things, all with a strong emotional 
core and a understanding of 
drama. One minute it’ll tug at 
your heart strings and the next 
you'll be banging your head.”

Desert Dwellers consists of Amani Friend and 
Treavor Moontribe, who began their careers as inde- 
pendent music producers and DJs in the deserts of 
New Mexico and California. Coming together in the 
late ’90s after connecting through the legendary 
Moontribe scene, today the duo enjoys a reputation 
as one of the most pioneering and prolific down- 
tempo, psy-bass, and tribal trance acts in the United 
States. 

Desert Dwellers have toured extensively across six 
continents, spent a 7-week stretch on the road with 
renowned psychedelic artist Shpongle, and have per- 
formed at dozens of festivals, most notably Shamb- 
hala, Lightning in a Bottle, Envision, Coachella, 
Rainbow Serpent, and Boom.

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“By the time we released our 
third holiday album of original 
songs, Blood Oranges In The 
Snow, in December of 2014, 
Karin suggested we had 
discovered a new genre of music:

Singer/songwriter Matt Wertz 
spent years creating soulful, feel- 
good pop music in Nashville — a 
city that doubled as his muse and 
adopted hometown.

Songs 
that move you physically and 
emotionally. Songs that splash 
Wertz’s super-sized hooks across 
the backdrop of the Los Angeles 
skyline, creating their own brand 
of scenery along the way.
